Former town councillor

A PROMINENT Honiton business figure and former 
town councillor has died following a suspected stab¬ 
bing. 

Businessman Michael Bithrey died from the stab wound 
he sustained while in Bridgwater, Somerset, a post 
mortem has revealed. 

The 72-year-old grandfather died shortly after being air¬ 
lifted to Musgrove Park Hospital in Taunton, following 
the ‘altercation’ at around 11am on Thursday, June 21 st . 

An 8 3-year-old man has been arrested on suspicion of 
his murder. 

Mr Bithrey was married with four children. He owned 
Bithrey Holdings, based in Bithrey House, King Street, 
Honiton. 

A spokesperson for Avon and Somerset Police said:

AXMINSTER 

Rain washes 
out festival 

AXMINSTER’S event calendar suffered a massive 
blow when two festivals were cancelled because of 
bad weather. 

Axe Vale Festival, one of the biggest and most 
poular one-day shows in Devon, should have been 
held last weekend at the showground on the out¬ 
skirts of town, but organisers decided to cancel the 
event at a full committee meeting at mid-day on 
Thursday after a deluge of rain earlier in the week. 

The festival, launched in 1994, has raised a total of 
nearly £300,000 for the Flamingo Pool and other 
worthy causes over the years, and had never been 
cancelled before. 

Festival chairman Claire Morgan, new to the job 
this year, said: "The committee decided by a large 
majority and with great sadness, that the 18th Axe 
Vale Festival was to be cancelled. 

"The committee were heavy hearted, as they con¬ 
sidered all the possibilities, but felt, due to the deluge 
of rainfall from the previous night, and the excessive 
rainfall that morning, which was preventing the ex¬ 
hibitors entering the showground and the tractors 
which had already been deployed to start towing ve¬ 
hicles on and off the show ground, this was the only 
sensible decision.

Warning over cash 
machine tampering 

HONITON CID has issued a ‘cashpoint beware alert’ 
for the whole of east and mid-Devon. 

As revealed in Pulman’s Wewlast week, thousands 
of pounds were taken from unsuspecting card hold¬ 
ers when a cashpoint in Axminster was tampered 
with. 

Banks confirmed the incident but police said at the 
time that they had not received a complaint. 

It has since emerged that there have been more 
recent incidents, particularly in Honiton and Sid- 
mouth as well as Axminster 

Only a few days after the Axminster incident, po¬ 
lice issued an alert saying: “Detectives in Honiton are 
urging residents in east and mid-Devon to be vigi¬ 
lant around cash machines after an increase in bank 
card scams known as skimming. 

“Devices are placed over cash machines to record 
bank details which can then be fraudulently used. 

“They look very professional and can be difficult to 
detect. 

“The device records the PIN as it is entered and the 
cash machine either states it has dispensed the 
cash or there is a fault. 

“No money is dispensed. When the user goes into 
the bank or other premises to raise the issue some¬ 
one waiting nearby retrieves the device and cash. 

“These incidents occur mostly during the daytime 
at cash points in Sidmouth, Honiton, Axminster and 
Tiverton. 

“Common targets are large supermarkets such as 
Tesco and Waitrose. However some smaller banks 
have also been affected. 

The suspects are believed to be part of organised 
groups and are described as white foreign nationals. 

Police are asking anyone who sees anything sus¬ 
picious near a cash point to report it to police on 101, 
quoting the most recent crime number KH/12/401.

THORNCOMBE Rail Activities 
Club’s speaker in June was An¬ 
drew Pennington, a very experi¬ 
enced head of planning at First 
Great Western. 

He runs one of the largest plan¬ 
ning departments in the country 
with a staff of over thirty people. 

Their job is to match the re¬ 
sources available with the expecta¬ 
tions and wishes of consumers and 
many others: government, engi¬ 
neering, maintenance, accountants, 
among many others. 

Since the needs of each of these 
parties do not necessarily always 
coincide, they have a very complex 
juggling task to get the best fit for 


the timetable. 

The planners also have to deal 
with short term dismptions or extra 
demands such as bad weather, 
breakdowns, excursions and 
events. 

Andrew also explained that given 
the structure of the management of 
the railway system as a whole, the 
end result of their planning has to 
be submitted to other parties, such 
as Network Rail, who “own” the 
track and lineside equipment. 

Their own planning department 
may demand changes to the sub¬ 
mitted plan. 

One advantage FGW has is that 
the parent company also runs 


buses, so that if the worst happens 
and a line is closed, they can often 
whistle up alternative transport 
quite quickly. 

Members were very lucky to get 
such a senior manager to give a 
fascinating and detailed look at the 
behind-the-scenes work that goes 
on to keep trains running. 

The next meeting is in Septem¬ 
ber, when Graham Bean will reveal 
more about his forays into railway 
premises in a talk entitled More 
about Graham’s Mis-spent Youth.

Illustrated Tin 
Can Mail topic 


TIN Can Mail from Tonga was the 
very intriguing title of the illustrated 
talk given by the Revd Terry Harris 
at the June meeting of the Honiton 
Afternoon Women’s Institute (WI). 

The Revd Harris explained that he 
first developed an interest in Philat¬ 
ely at the age of 11 and this has con¬ 
tinued all through his life. 

His speciality has been postage 
from Tin Can Island which is the 
most northerly volcanic island in 
Tonga. 

Because of its rock formation there 
is no harbour so until recent times 
the mail could only be received and 
collected from ships passing by in 
the Pacific Ocean. 

Men went by canoes as far as pos¬ 
sible and then swam out to the ships 
to collect the sealed tin cans as they 


came overboard. 

The ships also took the sealed cans 
on board containing mail for delivery 
from the Islanders. 

The scheme started in 1929 but 
there is now an airstrip on the Island 
which has made life much easier. 

The Revd Harris brought a fasci¬ 
nating display of a wide variety of 
stamped envelopes all marked Tin 
Can Mail for the members to see at 
the end of a very interesting after¬ 
noon. 

The Diamond Jubilee Lunch held 
at the Tumbling Weir Hotel in Ottery 
St Mary for the East Devon area of 
the Devon Federation of Women’s 
Institutes was a great success with 
over 80 members attending. 

After the lunch members were en¬

A cold Summer Solstice 

AS I write it is the Summer Solstice, the longest day of 
the year. It should be warm, sunny and sparkling, a day 
in which to rejoice. Instead, it is cold, wet and 
miserable, a day more i n tune with winter than 
summer! I rather suspect the modern Druids must have 
suffered a chilly, damp start to their dawn celebrations 
at Stonehenge. 

The grass in the fields beside my office is growing 
ever taller by the day and turning to seed while the 
likelihood of my being able to cut and bale my acre for 
silage over the next week or so grows ever less likely. 
What a summer! Surely the gods will relent and allow 
us a few weeks of sun and warmth in July and August! 

The Blackdown Hills AONB team will certainly need 
some decent weather in July to support their proposed 
wildflower sketching and map reading activities! 

On Saturday, July 7th there will be an introduction to 
map reading at Membury village hall, which follows 
on from last November’s beginners’ course, although 
it’s suitable for anyone with some basic knowledge. A 
quick refresher session will be followed by a walk 
around Membury to practice skills. 

Then, on Sunday, July 15th artist Liz Gregory and 
botanist David Allen will lead a visit to Yarty Moor 
nature reserve where participants can learn about the 
wildflowers of the area and sketch them. 

Other events in the Blackdown Hills July calendar 
include a Woodland Fair, Goren Farm wildflower 
weekends, a Big Bat Survey, butterfly walks and craft 
courses. For further details, call 01823 680681 or visit

I have also heard from Richard Whiteside who, with 
his wife Alison, runs Wildside Experience. He tells me 
that he has a walk on Saturday July 14th, scheduled to 
look for nightjars and glow-worms. 

An earlier walk, which I mentioned and was to take 
place on June 7th, had to be postponed due to desperate 
weather, but was re-scheduled for a week later and 
provided a fine sighting of a nightjar, churring and 
flying close by, while several more were spotted, plus 
young tawny owls and pipistrelle bats. 

The meeting place for the July outing is the Forestry 
Commission car park near Crossways Farm on 
Blackdown Common, map ref ST124166. For further 
information call 01823 680931 or go to www.wildside 
experience.co.uk 

What of the wildlife scene? Well, on the butterfly and 
moth front the story is fairly dire from my perspective. 
I have seen not a single brimstone, that lovely yellow 
butterfly (the female is white) which is usually a 
harbinger of spring, and while orange-tips were well 
represented in April, there have been only a handful of 
red admirals. 

A few meadow browns are showing when the rains 
halt, but that has been the sum total so far on my patch. 
Tortoiseshells are now a rarity and I have not seen a 
peacock, yet all these were so commonplace a few 
years ago. As for moths ... where are they? There was 
a time when security lights would be a-flutter with a 
variety of moths and there was always the chance of 
seeing a hawkmoth round the flowers in the late 
evening. Now, nothing. It is so sad. 

This, too, is the first year I can recall when swallows 
have failed to nest in the barn. A pair have appeared 
and are seen perching on the telephone wires and 
swooping for insects, but they have made no attempt to 
nest. It is most peculiar. Have any readers experienced 
a similar phenomenon I wonder? 

Three years ago we had three pairs nesting, each 
double brooded so that by the end of the summer the air 
was filled with swallows, old and young. Now, 
nothing.

We want to know who commissioned 
them [the mugs], how many were presented, when they 
were presented and so on.” 

He, and fellow project members, have so far found 16 
mugs and established that three other mugs have been 
lost. He said: “We want to try and collect as many mugs 
together as we can. We might do a service of celebration 
or something.” 

The mugs have an inscription saying “Branscombe 
Contingent, 1914-1919” plus the name of the person the 
respective mug was presented to. One of the 16 traced 
mugs had ended up in a Reading pub.

Rain sinks festival for 
first time in 18 years

There was 
no hope of it going ahead. 

Show or no show, perhaps this is as good a time to reflect on 
what an important role the Axe Vale Festival has played in help¬ 
ing worthy causes in and around Axminster. Since that very first 
show in 1994 the festival has raised nearly £300,000 with 
£186,000 going to the running costs of the Flamingo Pool in 
Axminster and a further £111,000 in donations to other groups 
and charities. Last year Axminster Hertitage benefited to the 
tune of £20,000. 

The organisers will have been mortified by having to call off 
the festival, such an important part of the summer scene in the 
Axe Valley. 

Next year's show will return bigger and better over the week¬ 
end of June 22nd-23rd. Put it in your diary now.

Millions more Britons will 
take a holiday this summer 


MILLIONS more Britons will take a summer 
holiday this year to get away from the mis¬ 
erable weather, sports overload and a sec¬ 
ond year without one, new figures suggest. 

And it could provide a welcome boost to 
the nation's hard hit holiday industry who 
are struggling to fill spaces on planes and 
rooms in hotels. 

Last year more than one in four (26 per 
cent) chose not to go away during the sum¬ 
mer, hoping for a bit of sun at home instead 
and to save cash. 

But this year that figure has fallen to just 
one in five (21 per cent) said the survey by 
satnav firm TomTom. 

And many more are jetting off during June 
and July this year, suggesting the reason 
may be to avoid the big national occasions. 

Almost as many (21 per cent) are taking 
their holidays in June and July as August (22 
per cent) said the poll. 

But last year only 17 per cent went away in 
June, 18 per cent in July while August was 
easily the most popular month with 24 per 
cent, TomTom's figures reveal. 

It marks a change in attitude among cash- 
strapped Britons with almost a third (31 per 
cent) looking for sunshine and 42 per cent 
who say they just want to 'relax'. 

And only 22 per cent have chosen the 
cheapest option for their break, suggesting 
the end of the big 'staycation' revolution and 
a return to sun, sea and sand abroad. 

Spain, including Majorca and the other is¬ 
lands, remains the most popular single des¬ 
tination and the Euro crisis has not put 


people off going to other sunspots on the 
continent. 

Almost seven in ten (69 per cent) admit 
their summer holiday is 'important' to them. 

If money were no object, 38 per cent of all 
UK adults would go to a tropical paradise is¬ 
land and 14 per cent would choose a cruise. 

TomTom's research also found almost one 
in five (18 per cent) will be renting a car on 
their holidays, although only a third (34 per 
cent) claim never to have got lost. 

A spokesman for TomTom said: "Every 
cloud has a silver lining - in this case liter¬ 
ally because the weather has been so awful 
it has persuaded many to go on holiday. 

"Money is tight but enough is enough and 
a lot of those who gave up their summer 
holidays last year and ended up in British 
drizzle are not prepared to do the same this 
year, it seems. 

"We hope everyone has a great time but 
be careful not to get lost in a strange coun¬ 
try if you are hiring a car. That's where we 
come in." 

The findings come as TomTom launches a 
competition to create road maps of tropical 
islands like Fiji, St. Lucia, Mauritius, Cape 
Verde and the Seychelles and to pay the 
winners £10,000 for doing so.

At this point the run was all about just trying to 
get around the half-marathon course, which Reed 
did in 1:43:40, giving him an overall time of 5:37:17 
and an excellent 197th place out of around 2000 
finishers.

THERE was no victory march for Kevin 
Harper as his Powerade PGA Assistant's 
Championship swansong was another 
tale of woe as he finished second for 
the third year in succession. 

It simply was not to be for the Sid- 
mouth Golf Club assistant, who came 
to East Sussex National determined to 
make his final visit a winning one. 

Instead, having led for two days, it all 
unraveled as Rothley Park's Matthew 
Cort kept his cool to retain the title and 
become the first player in over 60 years 
to achieve that feat. 

But it all looked to be going to so well 
for Harper who opened up a three shot 
lead after eight holes, but a triple 
bogey at the ninth coupled with a dou¬ 
ble bogey at the 13th played their part 
in his two-over-par 74. 

It left him three-under for the week, 
tied with Didsbury Golf Club's Tom 
Murray, and two shots behind Cort, 
who carded a 71 to finish at five-under. 

It was a bitter pill to swallow, but 
Harper reflected positively on his three 


years competing in the tournament - 
despite never getting his hands on the 
trophy. 

He said: "No-one should be disap¬ 
pointed with finishing runner-up, but 
the sore point is it's three years in a row 
and I had a really good chance to win 
it this year. 

Great experience 

"It's been a great experience and 
great tournament. I love this place 
every time I come here I play well. 

It was another great tournament and 
I would have loved to have won, espe¬ 
cially with the incentive of the Play-Offs 
that would have been a big thing for 
me then as you never know what could 
happen from that." 

Harper's consolation was a cheque 
for £2,475. He now intends to compete 
on the PGA EuroproTour as he looks to 
return to playing full-time. 

"Playing is the ambition," he said."I've 
just turned 30 and obviously I'll have to 
make a serious decision in a couple of 
years.
